The fecretary of the treafury’s opinion is favor of 
manufactures is feen in his report of that fubject to 
congrels, The contrary opinion of the fecretary of 
{tate is clear from the following paragraph in his notes 
on Virginia, ‘* Never let us with to fee our citizens 
occupied at the work-bench, or twirling the dittaff : 
But for the general operation of manufactories, let 
our work fhops remain in Europe: It is better to car- 
ry provifions and materials to workmen there, than 
bring them to provifions and materials here. The 
lofs, if any, by the tranfportation of commodities a- 
crofs the atlantic, will be made up in happinels and 
permanence of government.” 

The late dotor Franklin agreed in opinion on this 
fubje& with mr. Jefferfon. I was witnefs” he has 
been heard to fay, “ to a proceffion of Spitalfield 
weavers, Carrying a petition to parliament, They to 
an indivinual, looked pale and fickly ; many were ab- 
folutely deformed, all for want of air and exercife. My 
imagination drew the comparifon between thefe be- 
ings and the robuft appearance and manly features of 
an American farmer; if healehis happinefs, and I 
know there is no happinefs without health, I hope my 
country may never bea manufaQuring country.” 

Dr. Franklin however approved of domeftic manu- 
fa&ures ; Such as do not require a continual appli- 
cation, fo ao toinjure health, and fuch as can be left at 
any time, without detriment, when hou‘hold or farm- 
ing concerns call for attention. By the means of 
thefe every fcrap of time is improved to fome yalua- 
ble ufe. He withed this country circumftanced as it 
is to attend principally to agriculture. 

With thel ideas, dr. Franklin was no doubt, a 
friend to comme:ce ; but here agaia his opinion dif- 
fered from general opinion. i 

He was not anxious to fee our merchants engaged 
in the carrying trade. A nation who has an exten- 
five fhipping to protect, muft have a powerful navy-— 
a navy is an extenfive eftablifiment, maintained often 
by buithensng the people, and isa great fource of 
corruption. Nations, like England, whole ter- 
ritory is comprehended witnin narrow limits, and an 
infuiar form, wha expole a prodigious proportion ot 
coaft to the attacks of an enemy, may find it their in- 
tereftto make thenilelves powerful by eftablifhing a 
tormidable navy ; but a difference in our local cir- 
cumftances, he was of opinion, called for a dilFerent col- 
icy.” He wifhed foreign nations, who exchange | 
commodities with us, to be the carriers of the whole 
trade, Independant of the expences of a mavy faved 
under this plan, he contemplated the following advan- 
tage— The foreigner arrives in our ports with a car- 
go of manufactured astic'es. He is come to difpufe 
of them, and fays to our merchant, * here [ have 
brought pou acargo of my couatry goods to difpofe 
of; will you buy?” ' 

Dr. Franklin, was of of iri, that this application 
fiora the forciguer, initesd cf an application tohim, 
would make a difference cf § per cent, in favor of 
the American merchant, if he agreed to the purchate. 
The foreigner then having difpofed of his cargo, 
would find ic his advantage not to return empty, and 
would again apply to the merchant for a cargo of our 
produce. Heze again he reckoned upon another 5 per 
cent. in favor or the American. ‘This ten per cent. 
he conceived, would amount to more than any profit 
that could be expeéted from the carrying trade 3 cf- 
pecially when the danger of the fea, and the expence 
of a navy are taken into viewy.

1A RECURRENCE to the journals of the Uni- 

(=À ted States in congrels aflembled, of the early 

Rages of the lace war, will evince the public folicitude 
to pteferve peace with the indian tribes, and to pre- 
vent their engaging in a conteft in which they were 
no wife inverefted. 

But although partial treaties or conventions were 
formed with fome of the northern and weftern tribes, 
in the year 1778 and 17769 yet thofe treaties were 
a. feeble to refit che powerful impulfes of 2 contrary. 
mature, arifing froma combination of circumttances 
av that time ; accordingly all the various indian na- 
tions (the Oa jax, Tufcaroras, and a few individuals 
Gf the Delawares excepted) lying on our frontiers, 
from Gvorgiato C.nada, armed againit us. 

It is yet too recent to have been forgotten, that great 
numbers of inoffenfive men, women and children, 
fell a factifice to the barbarous warfare practifed by 
the indians, and many others were dragged into a 
deplorable captivity. f 

Notwiehftanding that thefe aggrefiions were entirely 
unpiovoked, vet na fonn ao the war ceafed with 
Greatbritain, the United States inftead of indulging 
any refentments againft che indian nations, fought on- 
ly how ¢o eftablith a liberal peace with all the tribes 
throughout their limits. 

Early meafures were accordingly taken for this pur- 
pofe. A treaty was held, and a peace concluded, in 
the yerr 3784, with the heftile part of the northern 
indians, or fix nations at Forthanwix. 

En January 1785, another treaty was formed with 
part or the weien trib:s, at fort M’[ntofh, on the 
Ohio; to wit, with the Wyandots, Deiawares, Qt- 
tawas and Chippewas. |

frescoisy which arrived at Newyork lat Tharfday, 
onthe 4th of January, fpoke the Biltifh packer from 
Jamaica, bound to P-ymouth. The captain and twa 
men had died the day before, Their itore of lamp 
ail being axhaufted, cap:ain Larimer fupplied chem 
with a box of {weet oil. ‘The officers on board the 
packet, informed thae lugars were fo {carce, ‘that 
they were not to be bad for any money, He like. 
wife informe! that the people had taken up arms ia, 
appctition to the martial law lately eftublified in the 
ifland ; the confequences of which appeared dreadful, 

This veflel bringsaccounts from Capefrancois that 
the negroes were ftill burning and deftroying the 
country, the day before the failed viz. 1R of Janua- 
ry, the negroes had made a defperare attack on fort 
Dauphin, the event of which was not kaown, The 
produce of the ifland of every kind was very fearce, 
the price of which was enhancing daily, 156 troops 
had arrived from France, who brought accoynes that 
three hundred mare were to fail two or three days af» 
ter- Accounts were atthe Cape from Port-au-Prince 
that the remains of the tuwm was depapulated, On 
the rath of December an engagement began between 
the mulattoes and whites, the event of which was 
not known. The fhipping in the harbour was eme 
bargoed. St, Marks was in poflsfion of the mulate 
toes, who had armed a {hip and feveral {mall vefluls; 
which were cruizing to intercept vellels going to Pog 
au Pringe-—tiy had taken a french fchooner, loaded 
with provifions, and carried her into Ste Marks—the 
captain in wmempting to cfeape was hat, On the 
fick of January three fpaniards were made prifoners on 
fufpicion of their being employed by the negroes to 
fat fire to the town of Cape Francois, ‘The negroes 
had made fome propofals to furrender, but there was 
xeafon to apprehend they were made with a weacher 
ous defign againit she town.
